non-essentials, liberty; everything, charity.” in- 
deed, from the spirit Christ and His Church that au- 
thority which refuses recognize the existence non- 
essentials, which destroys individual liberty and whose 
mouth the blessed word charity distortion and lie. 

The Catholic Church truly catholic. She gives ample 
scope every sort character, every type mentality. 
She opens her arms the beggar and the millionaire, 
the illiterate peasant and the learned man the schools. 
She welcomes different degrees sanctity, never insisting 
that all her children should think the same thoughts 
live the same life. She distinguished from the sects 
reason her tolerance; but for that tolerance, truth, 
most those same sects would today have existence, 
And perhaps this why, humanly speaking, she has con- 
tinued exist while powerful national and dynastic or- 
ganizations have passed away.

By “Leslie Stanton” (A Religious Teacher) 


THE QUICK AND THE DEAD. 
has been said the great Von 
Moltke could keep silence 
seven languages. was big man 
who was silent because his bigness. 
Yet not inferred that in- 
The man few words may genius; may 
good deal fool. Wise old Shakespeare—himself 
many words, thank God!—paid tribute merited 
contempt those brain-bereft sphinxes who “do wilful 
stillness entertain.” 

Writes Mr. Bruse Barton one his 
editorials”: 

“An unjust prejudice has grown the world against 
the man who talks well, and favor the wise-looking 
individual, who sits stolid, saying observa- 
tion that generally poverty speech the 
outward evidence poverty mind. The individual 
whose communication confined half dozen worn ex- 
pressions has mind that not working. merely 
sliding along well-oiled grooves. mind reaching out 
along new paths thought will necessity find new 
language with which clothe that thought.” 

all means let heed the scriptual epigram: 
“Where there are many words there oftentimes want”; 
but let remember, the other hand, that where there 
are few words there often vacuum. The great man 
may indeed silent man; but that because his mind 
and spirit utilize other avenues expression. The little 
man may silent man, too; and that because has 
nothing Wise and great well holy was 
the saint who advised his spiritual children avoid be- 
ing troublesome their companions either speaking 
too much not speaking all. 

But, course, good deal depends upon what one has 
say. 

THE NEED TODAY—AND TOMORROW. 
few weeks ago, just before the dawn peace, our Com- 
missioner Education wrote: 

“When the war over there will made upon 
such demands for men and women knowledge and train- 
ing have never before come any country. There will 
equal need for much higher average general in- 
telligence for citizenship than has been necessary until 
now. The world will have rebuilt, and American 
college men and women must assume large part the 
task. 

“Therefore, appeal you, you love your country 
and would serve your country and mankind, that you make 
full use every opportunity offered our colleges and 
all other institutions gain all possible preparation for 
the mighty tasks that lie before you, possibly war and 
certainly peace. you comes that call clear and 
strong has seldom come young men and women 
anywhere the world any time. For your country 
and for the world—for the immediate and the far-reach- 
ing future, you should respond.” 

All this has very special reference our Catholic 
schools and Catholic teachers. time, and high time, 
for the most hidebound and conservative realize 
that the old order changeth. Verily the world 
rebuilt, and that task must not shirked either Cath- 
olic brain Catholic brawn. 

the brawn, and our credit said, have been 
ever lavish. There has been lack among hewers 
wood and drawers water. But this country and 
this age have not yielded our quota leaders, 
thinkers, organizers. Why? 

Many reasons might adduced; one pertinent here. 
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Our schools and our educators have not been sufficiently 
large-minded and ambitious. have known teachers 
who literally crowned with delight when former pupil 
position. And what kind position? That 
bank assistant the fourth assistant the president 
corporation. 

must, the very near future, get beyond all this. 
Our schools, beginning with the primary grades and end- 
ing with the graduate departments our universities, 
nust concentrate the task developing public spirited, 
adaptable, alert-minded citizens and potential leaders. 
must revise our schedules and throw out some the dead- 
wood; but, above all, must revise our own attitude to- 
ward education and toward citizenship. are doing our 
duty when teach the catechism and induce our pupils 
lead devout lives; but are not doing our whole duty. 
Our pupils must wrought into centers influence and 
enthusiasm about whom may cluster their fellow citizens 
all creeds. 


THE LADIES THE CASE. The foregoing, 
admitted generally, theory least, applies our boy 
pupils; let hammer into our heads the truth that 
not less applicable our girl pupils. may true that 
“the woman’s place the home,” but nowadays 
not her only place. Her place likewise the office— 
not always stenographer!—and the social and literary 
club and the citizens’ committee and the polling 
booth.

Germany carried two great military movements—one 
against Russia the east, the other against France and 
England the west. The movement the re- 
sulted the rout the Russian forces and the invasion 
Russian Poland the German troops. The move- 
ment the west was more complex. The invasion 
France was intrusted three columns troops—one 
crossing the French border near Metz, second entering 
through the Duchy Luxemburg spite the formal 
protest the ducal government, third forcing its 
way through Belgium.

The Germans re- 
treated line running roughly north and south where 
they dug themselves and began that long epoch 
trench warfare, holding the line against the French 
the south and the English the north. important 
realize that the first battle the Marne was the 
decisive engagement the war and that now clearly 
seen that Joffre’s great victory sounded the death knell 
Teutonic achievement not Teutonic hopes. 

The military and naval operations the succeeding 
four years needless summarize here. They should 
followed chronological order some such resume 
Frank Simonds’ “History the World 
(Doubleday, Page and Co.) Special attention should 
given the effective blockade the German ports 
the English navy, the failure the Allied campaign 
Gallipoli, the British successes Palestine and the Ger- 
man initiation submarine warfare. 

The Conflagration Spreads. next consider the mo-

Before the war she 
was recognized ally Germany and Austria, but 
when the conflict was begun she declined come the 
assistance the Central Powers the plea that her 
treaty obligations were binding only when her allies were 
attacked other powers. Thus Italy assumed fact 
what all the world outside Germany and Austria as- 
sumed fact—that the Central Powers were the ag- 
gressors the world war. Later the force popular 
feeling, always intense against Austria, led Italy join 
the Allies despite the tempting territorial concessions 
made her the Austrian government. 

Why the United States Entered the War. From the 
time the invasion Belgium there were not wanting 
voices this country raised protest against the German 
violation treaty and the cruel subjugation the little 
kingdom. But President Wilson, acting spokesman 
for the larger number American citizens, counseled 
strict neutrality; and had not been for the implications 
the German warfare certainty that the 
United States would have remained aloof from the strug- 
gle. Profound excitement was occasioned throughout the 
country May, 1915, when the British liner, Lusitania, 
was torpedoed German submarine and 114 Americans 
lost their lives. Already the American ship Gulflight had 
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been illegally sent the bottom, and during the succeed- 
ing months April 1917, fifteen other American ves- 
sels met similar fate. The policy and practice the 
submarine warfare remained unchanged despite the re- 
peated protests and remonstrances and threats the 
United States Government. Finally Germany announced 
her campaign “ruthless” undersea warfare, declared 
practically the entire Atlantic Ocean war zone and 
laid down impossible and humilitating conditions for the 
safe passage American ships. Meanwhile became 
evident, through trials conducted federal courts, that 
Germany, acting through paid agents and her accredited 
diplomatic representatives this country, had striven 
cripple our industries, foment dissention among our 
industrial workers and take the lives our citizens. 
result was declaration war against Germany 
Good Friday, 1917.

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THE TRAINING WRITERS. 
Editor The Queen’s Work. 


One constantly 
complaint and well 
grounded one that Catho- 
lics the United States have 
not the number representa- 
tive and 
whether poetry prose, 
that one would expect from 
our numbers and from the state 
Catholic education this 
country. There are some 
Catholic names, course, 
which stand high the roll 
literary achievement. But 
when one makes list them 
and compares the names there- 
with the great number and 
great talent the students 
our schools one forced the 
conclusion that more could done and should bring 
out the talent our Catholic youth and encourage and 
prepare those with special talent take their part the 
exceedingly important apostolate writing. The timeli- 
ness this subject enhanced the circumstance that 
from all present indications should see great increase 
and progress Catholic literature the coming genera- 
tion. are emerging people from the struggles 
the pioneer days and the pre-occupations which fol- 
lowed and the nature things that increasing 
love literature and zeal for good writing should come 
our people with the maturer days towards which 
now are moving. very probable that the next decade 
will witness greater demand for Catholic writers and 
greater prosperity Catholic literature than have 
even seen the United States. 

When one considers the dearth literary ambition and 
excellent achievement among the graduates our 
Catholic schools one cannot ascribe lack native 
talent. moderate degree talent writing very 
common possession nowadays and one finds from time 
time our Catholic schoolrooms individual children who 
possess powers imagination, the faculty observation, 
and interest literature which developed would 
promise really excellent work. Neither must one blame 
this lack Catholic writers the circumstances the 
time because there rather high general grade liter- 
ary achievement the present time. 

The poetry contest which THE QUEEN’S WORK 
now making annual feature its pages has brought 
remarkably good general run contributions that 
the judges, who were chosen for their literary discern- 
ment, have expressed their astonishment and pleasure 
finding much poetical talent among our Catholic people. 

the other hand, when one has eliminated every other 
element the problem, very great share responsibility 
must rest upon the schools because the schools 
that the children get their most powerful influence and 
take their attitude toward literature. that without ques- 
tion can introduce into our Catholic schools prac- 
tical, encouraging and definite method training the chil- 
dren write shall see developed far more first rate and 
self-confident Catholic writers. equally clear, what- 
ever effort make train our pupils writing will 
helpful not only those who are gifted with unusual 
degree talent but also the average run the pupils. 
our days almost everyone who acquires any sort 
position life called one time another ap- 
pear print whether formulate opinion give 
account some experience even exercise one’s 
ordinary influence one’s neighbor. There are many 
avenues print and exceedingly easy find 
place for one’s products either great mediums 
small, that some sort proficiency the art writing 
almost necessity for every educated person. Finally 
worth while give everyone our Catholic children 
some training the actual art writing and some bent 
towards literary composition because the truth that one 
never can tell where talent concealed. child may 
through its entire course school and never show 
any very unusual talent for writing. Later life, 
however, the faculty observation, the power imagina- 
tion, and the eagerness for self-expression may develop 
that the individual becomes effective and perhaps 
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eminent author. 

Some time ago the sister writer who has attained 
little distinction Catholic circles the United States 
was telling how great sense superiority she felt’ 
over her sister, the author, when they were little children 
together, because the first beginnings writing were 
hard the little one. those days she was much more 
proficient literature than her sister who afterwards 
achieved eminence writing. well worth while then 
for the benefit our devoted Catholic teachers English 
general set down here some suggestions and re- 
marks the actual business training practical 
writers. This very different question, one may re- 
mark, from the teaching literature and even from the 
the schools. 

begin with one will question that the best 
methods education are derived from careful study the 
methods nature and from shrewd adaptation the 
exercises which are possible the classroom the efforts 
and tendencies which are inherent human nature itself. 
The training writers exception this rule and, 
therefore, would well the beginning were 
attempt sketch out the natural way composition and 
the spontaneous and ordinary means which the grow- 
ing child learns write, taking writing always the sense 
actual literary composition, that sort self-expression 
which set forth words printed and read 
others. 

Calling mind the experience successful authors and 
all that they have said concerning their own self-training 
composition one is, think, justified declaring that 
there are two things which are necessary and sufficient 
learning the trade authorship. The one read 
hear great deal good English, become familiar 
with some models the art composition, and the other 
vast deal actual practicing, other words 
write often and persistently. One might dispense with 
almost every other aid composition, break away from 
every other method the classroom and hold one’s self 
independent all the rhetorics and grammars the 
world and yet one read enough with attention and in- 
terest and understanding and wrote enough with enthu- 
siasm and attention and desire achieve good writing, 
one might quite sure becoming time passable 
author. 

all remember the amusing description which Steven- 
son has given one his essays his own steps the 
path authorship. had first all inveterate de- 
termination become writer and started out 
his apprenticeship with the instinctive feeling that 
read enough, imitated enough and wrote enough would 
somehow reach his goal. “played the sedulous ape,” 
graphically put it, every author eminence that 
could lay hands on. His notebook was his companion 
every roadside, and when conceived notion put 
down paper the spot, finding sort instinctive 
delight self-expression and determined sooner later 
make himself author. This the very natural way 
writing and was this instinct the lad, acted per- 
severingly, which made him one the masters Eng- 

can systematize this method and make available 
for the run our Catholic children shall find num- 
ber them learning according their own talents and 
gift self-expression write effectively. Many other 
literary men who have told their own mental develop- 
ment and practice the art writing trace out pretty 
much the same lines effort. There was great deal 
interested reading, done with view discovering the 
secret the art self-expression, and this reading not 
only taught them the tools their trade, all the tropes 
and figures and idioms and methods expression which 
the rhetorics can only catalog, but also gave them 
sense rhythm and proportion and structure and balance 
and climax—those many things which books composi- 
tion treat exhaustively (in more than one sense the 
word) and fail signally give children idea of. 
not wish disparage the systematic teaching 
the art writing but very emphatically say that 
nothing can take the place vast deal interested 
reading and that can get children read inter- 
estedly, not merely for the amusement the book, but 
with desire exploring its secrets style and its art 
composition, then might dispense with all the tools 
rhetoric. And for the future writer nothing the world 
can take the place this vast deal reading, lovingly and 
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carefully done. rather amusing the retrospect 
see how the lives successful authors their school 
work English has sometimes played negligible part 
their training for writing because they detested grammar 
and hated rhetoric and because sometimes the models pre- 
sented for them for study the classroom were dis- 
sected and anatomized that they lost every semblance 
the fair and living form literature. the other hand 
what really did them good and gave them literary taste 
and power was the reading, seemingly desultory and often 
haphazard, which they did after school and which often 
was the sorrow and despair their preceptors and their 
parents because they seemed waste most their time 
“just reading” instead studying their lessons they 
should. But this reading was spontaneous and interested 
and did much the same good their mind that food 
eaten with true hunger and relish did their bodies, 
while the pabulum the schoolroom given them 
desiccated fragments and predigested solutions sickened 
their palate and took from them all the taste and all the 
gusto and delight which they might otherwise have had 
the authors studied. 

Would revolutionary say that our English 
classes half the time were given interested and en- 
thusiastic reading and explanation models suited the 
comprehension the children and the other half were 
given asking repetition the children’s own words and 
getting them imitate what had been read and write 
original compositions their own suggested the au- 
thor, there would many many times more results the 
way actual training for writers and actual appreciation 
for literature than whole years were given parsing, 
analyzing, and dry remarks the construction sen- 
tences and the forming paragraphs? Let lay im- 
mense emphasis, least the need very great deal 
interested reading the part students and equal 
stress the absolute necessity getting the pupils 
write very, very great deal, for these two things are the 
natural elements effective training writing and unless 
they are attended vain talk encouragingly 
becoming author precise the careful assign- 
ment class exercises. 

sort corollary from the principle have enun- 
ciated that the teacher himself herself should im- 
mensely interested what read class and should 
able communicate some personal enthusiasm for the 
author. One the most precious bits preparation for 
teacher English class get great and sincere 
enthusiasm and interest the author read and then 
study how communicate this the children. 
can get boys and girls immensely interested and enthusias- 
tic about great piece literature have gone miles to- 
wards making writers them they have any inborn 
talent all for self-expression, and all the means that are 
used the classroom, whether they are special editions 
notes exercises ought concentrate upon this great 
object make the author that being studied interesting 
and appealing the students. They will then find their 
flower and their fruit great enthusiasm the mind 
the child which will give the author studied powerful 
influence both for refinement and for stirring the in- 
born desire for self-expression. 

course, the old difficulty arises that one has not time 
for much reading the English class because there are 
many other things done—there parsing and 
analyzing and exercises corrected and the routine 
explanation gone through. The answer that 
all these things are inexpressibly less valuable than the 
actual reading and understanding great literature 
the pupils and their own efforts imitation and self- 
expression; that were necessary sweep aside all 
the routine the class English and give all the time 
the interested and enthusiastic reading actual mas- 
terpieces and the effort reproduce them and express 
one’s own thoughts and feelings imitation them, 
would well worth while sacrifice everything else 
for these two great and essential exercises. 

Another obvious difficulty that quite impossible 
correct all the writings the pupils they are en- 
couraged much. should see that day never 
passes the schoolroom without making the pupils set 
pen paper for some sort self-expression and for 
some actual practice the art writing, and im- 
possible correct all these exercises make the pupils co- 
operate correcting one another’s work else, need 


be, leave some them uncorrected. One finds teachers 
who make perfect spider web red ink over their pupils’ 
exercises and stay till the small hours getting every mis- 
take marked and every fault analyzed. But what influ- 
ence has all this times the minds the pupils? 
rather appalls them and after while they actually get 
disregard the corrections carefully made. far bet- 
ter sometimes let them correct one another’s exercises 
choose out two three for special analysis and ex- 
plain their successes and mistakes the class. 
astonishing what effects this constant requiring actual 
work the part pupils study and writing will pro- 
duce. have mind class youngsters who were 
suddenly thrown upon our hands once time when 
were teaching English the higher grades the college. 
These little fellows were just entering school and they had 
very little practice writing any kind but imposed 
upon them from the very beginning the year the in- 
variable task writing each day one page diary which 
was the faithful chronicle events the day be- 
fore far they had interest and were communicable. 
Every day, the beginning the English class, the ones 
appointed went around and collected these diaries and the 
boys were instructed writ about anything that they saw 
that happened them their way home school 
which they thought would make interesting incident. 
first the accounts were painful and labored and the in- 
cidents strained degree. But the year went the 
little fellows acquired remarkable powers observation 
rather self-expression and was most amusing read 
their daily accounts and see how almost each one con- 
trived find, somewhere the day, some incident which 
had dramatic possibilities and with which could cover 
successfully page diary. fancy that this had been 
kept for all the years the high school and college 
course these youngsters they would longer have 
feared the pen and would have gotten facility and 
confidence their own powers description which would 
have stood them good stead afterwards. 

one other occasion were put charge 
more advanced class English which had, however, devel- 
oped few writers much promise until then. There was 
fortunately college paper hand and from the begin- 
ning held out the boys the ambition getting more 
contributions into the college paper than any other class 
the college. Besides made them practice daily com- 
position. When the Odes Anacreon were being studied 
Greek class every one was obliged try toward the 
end the class turn the Greek into English verse, 
and while first some the results were ridiculous 
the extreme, still was astonishing how many 
the boys developed making verse 
which one had ever suspected 
So, too, the Latin author had always translated 
into passable English and every day some little time 
English class was devoted actually writing out some 
thought suggestion that they had received from their 
studies from their experience school. The result was 
that the end the year they longer feared at- 
tempt even quite difficult compositions and the class came 
off victoriously the effort proposed them, contrib- 
uting altogether more than forty poems, stories and bits 
prose the college paper during the course that single 
year. 

This will perhaps suffice for our first paper the 
developing writers. The great essential getting the 
pupils great deal reading, intelligent, appre- 
ciative reading, and great deal writing with 
purpose excel. our next paper shall take the 
function the memory lesson and actual 
practice writing for publication and the development 
personal ambition and definite purpose the part 
talented pupils take their part the apostolate 
the press.

SERVING SCHOOL LUNCHES 


The custom serving hot lunches children 
school has spread very rapidly the last few years and 
meeting great need. Physicians, school nurses, 
teachers, and those who have taken this problem 
know that good, wholesome food helps promoting 
both the physical and mental growth children. Ex- 
periments show that wherever warm food has been added 
cold luncheon school, good results have been 
attained. Children show more interest school work, 
better health, better scholarship, etc. 

There large group children the rural and 
consolidated schools who must carry lunch basket. 
The lunch taken may good, wholesome, nutritious 
food, but often crushed, dried out, eaten with dirty 
hands, and not appetizing. They spend the morning 
poorly ventilated room, hurriedly eat cold lunch, 
and get out play. This way eating generally leads 
digestive disturbances and may affect the child’s effi- 
ciency—if not immediately, possibly later his life. 
Ellen Richards has said, “Science gives war- 
rant for paying attention ceremony and surroundings 
meal, since they affect the beneficial flow diges- 
tive juices.” The noon hour should used for social 
training and acquirement good habits and refined 
tastes. Have both boys and girls taught what eat 
and how eat it, 

Surely possible most every school where chil- 
dren bring their lunches provide some way for giving 
plan must have the co-operation the parents the 
community, the pupil, and the teacher. The equipment 
may furnished the School Board, donated per- 
sons who are interested the project, purchased with 
money obtained giving entertainments. Usually milk, 
cream, butter and eggs can furnished various fam- 
ilies rural districts. Some communities might prefer 
raise sum and have the teacher buy her own sup- 
plies.

Another group stu- 
dents may appointed take care the tables 
desks, care the towels, etc. Let the boys well 
the girls share this work. 

Provide table where luncheon may eaten the 
individual desk spread with paper napkins may util- 
ized. table used, have some child responsible for 
decorations, using flowers during spring and fall, and ivy 
winter. 

While children are their luncheon, direct conversa- 
tion; let them discuss topics the day; tell stories, etc. 
Encourage personal cleanliness having hot water and 
paper towels. 

What will some the results work this kind? 
Utilization the noon hour, which often wasted, 
for social training and acquirement good habits and 
refined tastes. Lessons hygiene and table etiquette. 
Opportunity give lessons cooking, training hab- 
its order, neatness, and helpfulness. Promote friendly 
feeling between children and teacher, The little chil- 
dren learn from the older pupils. gives the child 
practical education for life outside school. The above 
are only few the results that may obtained.

The 
sound withered oak leaves rustling the wind the 
keynote the woods bleak December day. 

The elms are most beautiful winter. Etched clear 
against the winter sky, have chance see the 
delicacy the small branches and the intertwining 
the lacey twigs. can then distinguish the Etruscan 
vase shaped elm from the plume and oak shaped. 

The beech tree not beautiful the elm, but 
has noble trunk and widely spreading branches that 


sweep downward toward the earth. Its bark smooth, 
close-fitting and olive gray. Its twigs reddish- 
brown, and the end every twig pointed, lance- 
like bud. 

The ash one the easiest trees recognize. The 
trunk very straight, and the branches growing straight 
out from for short distance curve first downward, 
then point toward the sky. the tips the branches 
are curious dark buds. 

The butternut frequently ill-shaped, uncouth tree 
with straggling sort branches.

This bird was favorite with Audubon, and his ac- 
count its behavior the autumn days gives one 
splendid idea the Whitethroat’s manner life this 
season: 


“How comes and how departs are quite unknown 
me. can only say that, all sudden, the edges 
the fields, bordering creeks swampy places, and 
overgrown with different species vines, sumac bushes, 
briers, and the taller kinds grasses, appear covered 
with these birds. They form groups, sometimes con- 
taining thirty fifty individuals, and live together 
harmony. They are constantly moving and down 
among these recesses, with frequent jerkings the tail 
and uttering note common the tribe. From the 
hedges and thickets they issue one one, quick suc- 
cession, and ramble the distance eight ten yards, 
hopping and scratching, quest small seeds, and pre- 
serving the utmost silence. Whenever the least noise 
heard, alarm given, and frequently, thought, 
without any alarm all, they all fly back their 
covert, pushing directly into the thickest part it. 

moment elapses, when they become reassured, and, 
ascending the highest branches and twigs, open 
little concert, which, altho short duration, 
extremely sweet. There much plaintive softness 
their note, which wish, kind reader, could describe 
you; but this impossible, altho yet ringing 
ear, were those very fields where have 
often listened with delight. 

“No sooner their music over than they return 
the field, and thus continue alternately sallying forth 
and retreating during the greater part the day. 
the approach night they utter sharper and shriller 
note, consisting single twit, repeated smart suc- 
cession the whole group, and continuing until the 
first hooting some frightens them into silence. 
Yet, often during fine nights have heard the little 
creatures emit here and there twit, assure each 
other that all’s well.” 


General Diet 


The food supply some birds consists entirely 
one special kind article. For example, can hardly 
imagine Cormorant, Pelican, Osprey Kingfisher 
engaged consuming any food other than fish. Swal- 
lows and Swifts eat insects that they capture while 
full flight. secure such diet therefore 
necessary for them travel long distances twice year 
reach lands where the insect life they desire may 


obtained. With Sparrows, however, find that quite 


different condition exists. They are not fitted for 
capturing fish, does the Pelican the Osprey, but 
they eat almost any kind food that available. 


Fond Berries 

the fall the year White-throated Sparrows 
sume many berries, which they pick off the vines and 
berry-producing trees. They collect also the seeds 
those berries that, dried decayed, fall the ground. 
Not long ago watched for time flock fourteen 
these Sparrows feeding the red berries little 
tree growing park. have not been able learn 
the name the tree, but the berries produces are 
evidently very choice from the standpoint the birds. 
Some the Sparrows were busily employed 
ing off and eating the fruit. Others, perhaps early 
comers, were already satisfied, and bunchy, ruffled- 
kind attitude, sat very still and appeared take 
note the sound the banquet going all about 
them. was only when vagrant cat appeared 
the hillside near that these drowsy fellows exhibited 
signs returning animation. 


Destroy Weeds 

collecting weed-seeds the birds hop about among 
the vines tall weeds and carefully search thru 
the debris the ground. When the earth strewn 
with fallen leaves, and these are dry, the rattling, rustling 
noise flock feeding Whitethroats may lead one 
think Grouse family advancing along the ground. 
Whitethroats fly and alight the sides rag- 
weeds, and, hanging there, fluttering, they pick the 
seeds that have not yet dropped. have seen slender, 
brittle weed-stalks break off such circumstances and 
down would come weed-stalk, birdie and all. may 
readily seen that these birds are valuable the 
farmer who spends most his summer trying with hoe 
and plow keep the weeds from overrunning his crops. 
For this reason laws for its protection have been passed 
all the states where this Sparrow found. 


Among migratory birds the exclusive insect-eaters are, 
rule, among the first leave their northern homes 
autumn, while those that are more omnivorous 
their feeding usually linger until the winter fairly 
upon them. Many the Whitethroats not depart 
until November, and, fact, numerous flocks remain 
all winter far north New Jersey and Ohio. Some, 
indeed, are often seen thruout the winter places 
even north this region. suitable localities all over 
the South far the Gulf Mexico they pass the 
colder months. Here they thrive and grow fat and 
sometimes are killed and eaten. Audubon describes 
length the method employed people Louisiana 
secure the birds the early part the last century. 
They were killed blowing sharp sticks tipped with 
squirrel fur thru hollow reed; these 
hunters used blow-guns much like those employed to- 
day Indians the jungles South America and 
elsewhere. Today the laws all the Eastern States 
protect the Whitethroat, and its enemies are now mainly 
the Screech Owl, less extent the Sparrow and 
Sharp-shinned Hawks, but most all vagrant house 
cats. 

the middle November the majority these 
Sparrows have departed from the latitude New York, 
and will not seen there again until March early 
April. From then until the dogwoods are full flower 
these birds are about, and may seen one will only 
take the time tramp about the country until they are 
found. They begin arrive Canada early May 
and soon all over the eastern part the Dominion, 
where forests woodland abound, the Whitethroats 
are seen. the summer they occur far west 
Alberta, and are said very common the 
central part that province.

The “Peabody” Song 


all the many members the Sparrow family found 
North America species better known for its 
song than this one. the evergreen forests the 
North its clear, beautiful whistle one the most 
characteristic sounds the region, and strikes the 
ear with freshness that truly delightful. Many 
writers have tried interpret its song and tell 
English what the bird saying when sits upon the 
pine-top and whistles away for half hour time. 
Mr. Stansell Alberta, for example, tells that the 
call his mind strongly suggests the words “Oh see 
song given “Old Sam Peabody, Peabody, Peabody.” 
There are many variations this last translation, all 
which the word “Peabody” prominent; hence long 
ago the custom arose calling the Peabody Bird. 
Nova Scotian variant “Joe Kennedy Bird.”

liveliest interest. Comparatively few birds that will 
this. The Bob White will come called 
expert, and spring summer almost any one can 
gather number small birds around them the 
woods merely sucking the back the hand, thus 
making squeaking noise. this case the birds show 
evidence alarm and concern, for such sound 
fair imitation baby bird distress. 

Handsome Sparrow 

The White-throated Sparrow quite handsome bird. 
With the exception the Fox Sparrow, bird students 
would perhaps vote the handsomest species the 
Eastern States. six and three-quarters inches long, 
which one and quarter inches longer than the Chip- 
ping Sparrow, but the Chipping Sparrow much more 
slender.

objection the name “kinder- 
garten” not the result preju- 
dice for all things German aroused 
the war. am, and long have been, 
opposed giving German name 
well-established part our school 
system which founded upon prin- 
ciple utterly foreign the German 
idea education, broadly speaking. 
None the principal nations now 
war has shown little welcome 
the “kindergarten idea” Germany. 

“Gymnasium” the name that best 
represents the German idea, and this 
the name the school which the 
Germans most prize and which the 
foundations her militarism have 
been laid.

The institution founded 
Froebel carried over the idea its 
predecessor, but much modified. The 
“occupations” were not direct- 
the teacher altogether, the 
teacher dictating each move, but were 
such would set free the child’s 
spontaneous activity creating things 
out materials placed before him. 
was therefore new educational 
movement which had for its motive 
growth hence de- 
velopment initiative, freedom and 
independence. Such movement was 
therefore democratic its social and 
political outcomes, and this explains 
why the seed which Froebel planted 
bore little fruit until transplanted 
foreign soil, especially the United 
States. impossible imagine 
Froebel part of, sympathy 
with, the Germany today, Can any- 
one picture him who said tenderly, 
“Come, let live with our children,” 
marching thru Belgium and being 
any degree responsible for the fate 
that befell many.of her little ones? 
Why, therefore, should continue 
use German name for institution 
German militarism which now seeks 
dominate the world? 

would better say “Froebel 
school” instead “kindergarten,” for 
his name will always associated 
with the idea for which stands, but 
this name open the objection 


that the kindergarten today has 
added features and improve- 
ment over that his time. true, 
however, that the institution which 
founded and which has been much 
modified rests upon the play motive. 
The play spirit native. means 
play the child grows. Growth 
the aim all school life, and since 
promoted childhood thru the play 
spirit, why not say “play school” in- 
stead “kindergarten”? 

Other names have been suggested, 
but “play school” most accord 
with the popular conception the 
controlling motive the kindergar- 
ten, and since the value play has be- 
come better appreciated and more 
dignified these modern times, the 
name suggested will neither mis- 
leading nor objectionable other 
grounds.

I need not remind you that if this be- 
comes law will mean the death 
per cent. the business schools. even 
the minimum tax here suggested be im- 
posed, the private schools surely could not 
earry this extra burden added to the load 
under which they are operating now.

AN EPISODE IN THE NORTH. 

The brothers of St. Mary’s College, Oak- 
land, Cal., recently sought to raise a fund 
for the rebuilding of their college struc- 
ture, which had been swept the flames 
a few months ago. 

Slips of paper called “bricks,”’ were sold 
to the citizens of the local communities 
with the express approval of the Red Cross, 
the W. S. S. Committee, the Y. M. C. A. 
and the Chambers of Commerce of Oakland, 
Berkeley and Alameda as well as of the 
Knights of Columbus and the Catholic Fed- 
eration.

“What interest have you institu- 
tion conducted those who condemn the 
public school system?

In exposing this circular the editor of 
The Oakland Post writes: 

“Over the bloody fields France today 
more than one hundred former students of 
St. Mary’s College, Oakland, are march- 
ing behind the Stars and Stripes the 
drive against the Huns, that democracy 
survive and human liberty may 
preserved.

But while more than one hundred 
students are known to be facing the guns 
the enemy the present crucial battle, 
their alma mater being viciously at- 
tacked Oakland por-German agita- 
tors. These enemies democracy and lib- 
erty are too cowardly fight the open, 
so they resort to the despicable means of 
an anonymous letter. 

“Naturally, the pro-Germans who hoped 
to cause dissension among Americans here 
with this circular went back to dates near- 
fifty years ago, believing they would not 
be checked. The publication and dates 
have been checked, however, with the re- 
sult that the statements the circular 
were found false. 

“The anonymous circular, attacking St. 
Mary's College is in violation of the spirit. 
if not the letter, of the espionage act, and 
therefore it is presumed that secret agents 
the United States Government will take 
charge the case.” 

The letter printed the head 
this article, the urgent appeal the 
members the National Commercial 
Teachers’ Federation, well many 
other facts and rumors that come 
us, indicate that some concerted ef- 
fort being made destroy private 
schools throughout the nation. How 
much the effort due religious 
prejudice and how much toa mistaken 
view what patriotism demands, 
not easy tell. know, however, 
that bigotry plays important part 
all such movements. 

time when Catholics have given such 
splendid account themselves 
the war, now happily over, that men 
calling themselves Americans, indeed, 
claiming the standard type, 

measures. The truth that your 
genuine bigot devoid all sense 
decency, and far removed from 
the finer instincts from any 
appreciation justice. There 
common ground upon which 
honest man can meet him. give 
any consideration those who differ 
from him deny his own convic- 
tions.

the very thing are not willing 
do. must have our own ex- 
perience the devious ways irre- 
ligion. not enough for that 
the strongest and best organized peo- 
ples have failed accomplish their 
ambition through force. are, 
think, stronger and more cunning than 
they; hence, their failure does not 
argue that shall not succeed. 
was ever thus with proud, wilful, hu- 
man nature. Each people, like each 
individual, must have its own chastise- 
ment. 

The enemy that Catholics have 
meet secularism, omnipotent 
State, crushing all that not bow 
its absolutism. The stigma treason 
will made attach all who dare 
vindicate the rights conscience. 
This will especially inconvenient 
our country; for Catholics have 
ever been the forefront those 
who love this land freedom and 
opportunity. The accusation dis- 
loyalty will very painful us, even 
though come from persons who 
know not what true patriotism means. 
Their ignorance and insolence will 
forgotten the magnitude the im- 
peachment. Judged any standard 
honor fair-play, our accusers 
may despicable, but they still can 
wound assailing one our most 
sacred convictions. 


The secularists will receive con- 
siderable assistance from some the 
so-called Church péople.

Boy. olic Protectory, Brother Paul St. 

Mary’s Industrial School, Baltimore, 
gave very instructive address this subject. ex- 
plained that was convert social work, that went 
St. Mary’s eleven years ago much against his will, 
fact had done everything his power have his appoint- 
ment revoked. said that was only the institution 
one month when became deeply attached the work, 
and his one aim life since has been help the unfor- 
tunate boy. 

Brother Paul impressed upon his hearers that did not 
regard the boys his institution bad, though many 
them had been committed the courts, but rather 
victims unfortunate conditions. said that they were 
there because they did not have chance life, and that 
they had not been treated properly. Personally, thought 
that the parents and not the children should put 
institutions. Brother Paul said that his institution was 
often referred reformatory, but that this was 
misnomer. said that boys, matter how bad their 
records might be, did not need reforming but rather di- 
recting along the proper channels. declared that 
never judged his boys their records but rather their 
conduct while the institution. 

was explained that there were about 750 boys St. 
Mary’s ranging age from eight twenty-one years, and 
that these boys are placed their honor. The audience 
was told that there was only one case hundred where 
the boy violates the trust placed their honor. Brother 
Paul has only one rule get along with boys and that 
keep them busy.

TEACHING PUPILS HOW STUDY.

hardest tasks, exhausting 
both brain and body. Study re- 
quires strenuous, irksome effort 
which, however, has 
wards, honor, knowledge and 
power. The best knowledge 
that which acquired hard 
study and best because 
the hard efforts put forth ac- 
quire it. This what the poet 
had mind when said:

effort the price honor, knowledge and mental 
power and effort always more less irksome the im- 
portant, practical problem which every teacher must solve 
how bring out the pupils best efforts despite their 
painful costs and not even the most skillful teacher will 
succeed eliminating all aversion study. the edu- 
cational the business world there will always 
some loss through delinquents but this may reduced 
minimum. Educational like other results have their 
causes which may often easily found and removed. 
remedy the trouble, the skillful teacher like the skillful 
physician must first make correct diagnosis the case 
and then administer the proper treatment. 

Pupils who either refuse neglect study may 
divided into two classes—those who can but not study 
and those who would but cannot study well. treat 
the case those who can but not study well the 
teacher should first discover the causes and then, pos- 
sible, remove them. Ordinarily these are physical dis- 
comfort, noise, distraction, lack time study and 
irregular careless habits study, rest and exercise all 
which may removed the resourceful teacher. 

Secondly the teacher should expect and 
ough preparation the lesson. should make the pu- 
pils understand that when assigns lesson expects 
learned. Nor should teach without the pupil’s 
preparation for children are correct: judges human na- 
ture and they observe leniency upon the part the 
teacher they are likely take advantage and evade 
study. Most them, however, like most balky horses 
can made work skillful drivers. skillful man- 
agement they will eventually what expected and de- 
manded them. Certainly the pupil’s efforts rarely sur- 
pass the expectations the teacher who should therefore 
expect and demand good work the student lest his 
ieniency cause the pupil become remiss and indifferent 
study. 

For the unpreparedness those pupils who would but 
can not study effectively the remedy entirely different. 
such cases the difficulty subjective and much harder 
overcome. the pupil does not have the power 
study well almost useless re-assign the lesson and 
rigidly insist upon its mastery. will far more peda- 
gogical instruct such pupils orally new and difficult 
subjects before they begin study the text. 

This especially helpful the beginning the pupil’s 
formal study history, geography and the sciences. 
mere suggestion may often show the pupil how and what 
study. Outlines too are good guides significant 
worth-while truths learned. Any good oral instruc- 
tion before study gives the pupil working knowledge 
acquired truth and helps him use studying the 
text. Having stock working ideas the subject the 
pupil has less difficulty forming his concepts from 
formal book study. For young pupils preliminary oral in- 
struction paves the way formal text-book study and 
the subjects are difficult may used advantageously 
any grade school work. 

Secondly the teacher should teach pupils who would but 
can not study effectively studying with them. This 
may include all the pupils may limited the un- 
prepared. the latter case the well-prepared pupils who 
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know the lesson may given other work. Studying the 
lesson with delinquents furnishes them stock ideas 
and basic truths about the lesson; enables them use 
the mind interpreting and knowing these fundamental 
facts and thus helps form correct habits study. 

Thirdly, the teacher should have frequent study recita- 
tions for the sole purpose teaching pupils how study 
efficiently. texts open before the pupils the 
should direct their study. should ask questions 
call attention that part the context containing 
suggesting significant facts and answers. Suggestions 
may made, concealed truths disclosed, leading ideas 
and lines investigation discovered and examined, causes 
sought, results foreseen, related parts found, analyzed, 
compared and contrasted all the purpose training 
pupils how study effectively. Thus the skillful teacher 
may lead pupils realize that studying not merely 
memorizing the words the text but finding and under- 
standing pivotal points, central truths, analytic parts 
causes effects and results. Nor there any real loss 
devoting considerable the study-recitation for the 
apparent loss the quantity subject matter covered 
more than compensated for the quality the study 
developed for future study. 

Fourthly the teacher should stress the teaching part 
the Too often the mere testing phase 
the recitation emphasized the expense the teach- 
ing process. This decreases the vitality the educative 
process and causes such recitation become mere 
examination, test the pupils study. such cases 
the mind giving instead receiving, process dia- 
metrically opposed the purpose study, the acquisi- 
tion knowledge. the teaching recitation far 
excels the testing recitation means training pupils 
how study. Not infrequently the pupil’s inability 
study may due the cogent fact that has been ex- 
amined instead taught. 

Fifthly the teacher should not teach without the attention 
the whole class. inattentive pupil usually poor 
student chiefly because inattentive. attentive 
compel the mind grasp, know and comprehend 
and the mind that daily makes such efforts gains know- 
ledge, power and Thus not only prepared for 
study but also trained how study advantageously. 
Nothing short complete, mental attention can develop 
the intellectual and receptive power essential 
efficient study and training how study. Indeed 
not too much say that the lack attention directly 
responsible for many poor recitations and failures. 

Sixthly the teacher should give outlines, hints and sug- 
gestions that will help pupils prepare their lessons thor- 
oughly. Only much work consistent with the 
unity the lesson should assigned. The teacher should 
point out that unity and put its related parts plainly before 
the pupils’ minds tor consideration. should point out 
the things investigated and mastered; should 
then start study the logical point and confine the 
direction necessary mastery the relevant significant, 
worth-while facts and principles. Herein lies the value 
outlines history which many pupils find difficult 
learn, chiefly because they know neither what study 
nor how study history. Historical outlines point out 
the significant facts history and guide the student to- 
ward their mastery. Without them either tries 
memorize the whole context which, course, fails 
loses valuable time and energy learning irrevalent, 
unimportant matter. directing him prepare and 
recite his history lesson with his mind upon good outline 
and telling him discuss given historical topic much 
would relate interesting newspaper account 
his friends, the pupil enabled comprehend historical 
truth, relate and make his own. 

Seventhly, the teacher should follow systematic, study 
program regular periods. Systematic effort along pur- 
poseful lines tends repeat itself more easily each 
succeeding attempt. saves time and labor; evokes 
attention; strengthens and disciplines the will through 
the accomplishment certain definite purposes, all 
which helps form correct habits study, enabling the 
mind work systematically, steadfastly and effectively. 

During the study period the teacher should, possible, 
render individual assistance slow pupils those who 
cannot think clearly who have little capacity study. 
mere positive suggestion may start and strengthen their 


thinking. Their failure solve problem may caused

Second, set 
about systematically and persistently secure more 
favorable conditions and better equipment.

majestic rhythm. the freedom the spoken word, 
the majesty the oratorical When man stands 
face face with his Creator, human conventionalities 
are out place. When the tribute adoration and 
thanksgiving rendered God, when petitions are pre- 
sented the Most High, out the depth contrite 
and crushed heart, shall make bold use music 
that flatters our senses? Sensual music would this case 
proclaim the alternative that are either hopelessly silly, 
insincere our devotion. Holy Church has all times 
insisted that the music used Divine Worship must 
essentially prayer. the presentation this prayer 
must follow the order sound reason, e., must utter 
the words distinctly and reverently, phrase them correctly, 
and pause sufficiently where sentence has been finished. 
The Vatican Chant books have made this task gratefully 
easy well-developed system breath marks. What 
such system really means appreciated those who 
have labored and toiled under defective system. 

The new system comprises four kinds breath marks. 
The quarter pause (?) the sign for rapid breath taking.* 
The reason for such pause will readily seen from the 
text. Thus No. the Chant Supplement, the words 
Attende, Domine, (Hearken, Lord) are set off this 
shortest breath mark account the inner, pressure- 
like connection that forces the singer reach out for 
the next phrase: miserere (and have mercy). 

The half pause, consisting half bar crossing the two 
middle lines the stave, demands real stop, corre- 
sponding length one syllabic foot. This syllabic foot 
nothing else than mental echo the last two syllables, 
minus the mora vocis. Thus No. the words 
miserere, the half pause measured reciting the last 
two which make syllabic foot called 
Trochee (—!!) No. the first half pause after latens 
Deitas corresponds Dacty (—!!!) because the word 
Deitas has three syllables.—It belongs the nature 
real pause that slight diminish tone observed, 
matter whether indicated print not. 

The whole pause represented bar crossing all four 
lines, receives double the attention half pause. 
corresponds length two syllabic feet. purely 
syllabic chants the mental echo consists the last two 
syllabic feet. Here must remembered that the last 
syllable plus the mora vocis figures syllabic foot. 
Thus No. ‘latitas,’ No. ‘veniae,’ counting the 
mora vocis, obtain two syllabic feet each case (—!!!). 
many instances, however, melodic group appears be- 
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fore the last note; compare No. cernui and ritui. 
Counting each melodic step one time unit, obtain 
dactyl (—!!!) and trochee (—!!!) and trochee (—!!)

The double bar occurs, sometimes the end, sometimes 
the midst composition. the end means that 
decided ritardando must observed from the last accent 
on, that the listener receives the impression con- 
cluding strain.

other respectfully observing this intermediate pause, 
which has appropriately been called ‘the pause good 
manners.’ one division rushes before the other has 
Gloria III the Supplement.) The time for breath taking 
brought their period proper close, the impression 
haste created, and haste implies irreverence. 

The only place where haste demanded occurs the 
so-called ‘stolen breath,’ has been mentioned the 
footnote. This pause occurs quite seldom (see Vatican

Correct text delivery being secured, the melodic element 
will take care itself, were. lies the great 
difference between chant melody and the music the 
day. The former reflects all its developments the 
rhythm the spoken word; the latter unrelated cre- 
ation, the fetters measured time values. 
Being unrelated, cannot enter into the submissive, elastic 
attitude handmaid, and being fettered, cannot follow 
the giant steps free rhythm.

trophe (’) denote ‘stolen breath,’ and the small bar 
crossing the fourth stave line, which for this reason 
called ‘quarter pause.’ 

Unnecessarily prolong this pause would mean loss 
intensity and melodic vigor.

The quarter pauses not imply 
any undue speed the whole sentence, but caution the 
singer not tear apart what meaning belongs together.
